to the class known in the South ns poor 
\rhitefi. Before tho war these people 
were looked upo« with contempt by the 
rich planters and slaveholders, Ijy the Painting and Trimming 
negroes they wete christened, " poor t

ID all their oraacim.

»ilcl aua remote ptaces^ ahd bringing up 
us- Hp»ci«l care given to Horse-shoeing. All 


large families of children to be as igno- work suaranleot) 
rant and ttirilUess as they are thera- 
«clves. How these geople live, or where 
they florae from, is often a mystery to 
their more prosperous neighbors. They 
settle on a small patch of land in some, 
out-of-the-way place, and raising just 
corn enough to sustain life, huddle to- 
gether from year's end to year's, end in 
ft.m-etched cabin clumsily built of rough 
pine logs. Sometimes they come to the 
town'or village nearest to them and sell 
a few qnail br a 'pqssnm.- With the 
money procured in this-way.they buj.a 
supply of the vilest whisky, and than 
return again to their secluded homes. 
They hold but little intercourse, with the 
outside world, and a stranger has great 
difficulty in understanding their many 
oOllandiah expressions. One character- 
istic of this strange class of people I 
must not forget to mention. They nre 
thoroughly honest. At all hours of the 
nieht or day n traveler may paws their 
hots without fear of detention or. moles- 
tation and T have met with a number ol' 
gentlemen -nho'tell me that they have 
•often been forced to spend tho night ill 
one of these mountain cabins, and in tho 
morning have invariably found their 
•Talnabtes safe and untouched. The hut 
which I speak of above is urinated tome 
hundred feet from tho road, and is al- 
most concealed by the mflny trees with 
which His surrounded. At my request, 
onr wagon was drawn up in front of t.io 
cabin, and I had ira opportunity of 
closely inspecting it. Tbe walls were 
- built of unhewn loss, the openings be- 


tween them being filled up with what 
appeared to be dry mud. In the mid- 
dle of the hut and facing the road, a 
low doorway was cut, aud to the right of 
this, au opening not more than two feet 
•qnareand half tilled with a piece of old 
cotton cloth, served as a window. It is 
perhaps unnecessary to state that the 
•tractnro contained only a sirgle room. 
In one corner a tumble-down bed was 
placed, nnd near this, and running along 
the back wall of the cabin, was. a long 
bench made of roughpinG\vood;ahome- 
made table and two stools completed tho 
furniture of the apartment. As I walked 
np to tho cabin, n tall, thin man, with 
long, hemp-colored hair and bushy 
whiskers, came to the door. He was 
dressed in a torn coat and trowsers of a

PRESENT AKD FUTUBE OF OAKLAND. 


Last week we had occasion to descant 


a little under the caption of " The Gov- 
ernment of thii City." 
That iu the 


nature of things, excepting that the site 
is graded to hand, leaving mnn little if 
anything to do on that score—Ouklaml 
is a costly city to manage. It will re- 
quire the greatest exercise of judgment 
anil official integrity to keep the financial 
problem within bounds. 
We have here 


the substantial ground-work of an im- 
mense city; an extensive bench or plain 
building up in villas; but nil mapped out 
in blocks nnd lots and streets, and all 
this thinly inhabited property is oa the 
eve of a grand clamor for hydrants, 
sewers, and gas-lamps with police to 
lean upon them. 


In the first place, then, it is a city that 


is about as hard on the private corpora- 
tions as upon the people. There are 
miles of water pipe laid that do not as 
yet pny the company anything—is a 
dead loss. This condition of things must 
continue for years. The gaslight cor- 
poration is, in a measure, in the same 
boat. These corporations in overy city 
are not rightly understood by the mass 
of the people, who never see what is un- 
derground. They see a hydrant, for in- 
stance, and it doe's not look to cost much 
more than an ordinary iron hitching- 
post. All the underground connections, 
the labor of cutting the mains, fixing of 
joints, tho loss of water while doing the 
work, the extra wages for night work, 
etc., etc., all figure up an expense to the 
Chabot Co., for instance, that is if any- 
thing in favor of the city. The latter 
allows this Company $95 for each liy 


SEWERAGE IN SAN FRANCISCO.

But in Oakland at present there 
is enough of this sort of thing to con- 
tend against. But the city has also a 
side to the question. We claim that the 
present contract is burdensome, and is 
as bad for the company as it is for the 
people. The'company is not to blame 
as much as the officials that granted it. 
On the first of January we wont to the 
agent of the company for an item as to 
the number of new hcnises furnished 
with gas during the past year. He said 
it was so small that he was ashamed to 
let it be published. He said the old set- 
tlers—those previous to the starting of 
the works—were very slow to use gas at 
all, and the people that came since were 
so often beyond the reach of the mains, 
that altogether the establishment of the 
institution was not so rapid as generally 
supposed. But that it is surely getting 
s firm foothold in the city, there js no 
kind of doubt. 


And there is the point with both gab 


and water corporations. They will grow 
into formidable institutions, just as the 
eucalyptus grows in this prolific soil; 
they will grow while the city is asleep. 
The great tiuestions of the future of this 
city should be the study of to-day. 
It 


is not a question of .opposition, this or 
that, among private corporations. This 
will not come. In many important par- 
ticulars, the interests of the dry have 
been compromised in the beginning with 
respect to both gas and water accommo- 
dations. We can only look out for the
